Wednesday marks two months since 
CTA service cuts took effect. Hopefully 
riders have gotten used to fewer buses 
and trains and more crowds. Going Pub- 
lic looks at a couple of rules that should 
ease the flow of foot traffic on the CTA. 


Riding the yellow line 

It’s tough to find a bus in rush hour 
where riders aren’t pressed against each 
other and the bus doors. While it may 
seem unsafe to allow drivers to operate 
the bus while riders are standing near the fare box, it’s not against the 
rules. 

The yellow line at the front of the bus near the Chicago Card 
reader is called the standee line, The Federal Motor Carrier Safety 
Administration requires all buses to have this marking, but vehicles 
run by governmental agencies such as CTA buses are not required to 
restrict riders from crossing the line when standing, the CTA said. 

However, the CTA said drivers may ask riders boarding to move 
toward the back of the bus to allow room for other boarding passen- 
gers. 


Door busters 
Don’t try to put your hand or feet in the doors to try to catch a 
crowded train. You’ve been warned—twice. 

After a woman last year said her stroller got caught in a set of Red 
Line train doors, the CTA implemented a policy in which operators 
are required to announce the train doors are closing, in addition to 
the automated announcement. Under the rule, which took effect in 
December, operators should say “Attention, customers: Please do not 
attempt to board. The doors are closing,” at each stop. 

But operator compliance is mixed, according to unscientific 
observation. On Monday morning, Going Public listened for this 
announcement at the Clark/Lake station. Operators on two of five 
trains did not make the announcements. 

If you notice your operator isn’t make the proper announcements, 
note the time and the direction of train travel and contact the CTA at 
1-888-YOUR-CTA or feedback@transitchicago.com. 


CTA counts on the census 

When the CTA cut service in February, the agency used racial, ethnic 
and economic data to make sure the cuts complied with federal civil 
rights guidelines. 

By now, all Chicagoans should have received a census form in the 
mail. The answers on these forms will provide data for future CTA 
service changes. Also, this data will help determine how federal grant 
money for transit is distributed.

com. The Friends of Episcopal Priest 
Barbie Facebook group has grown ex- 
ponentially since its March 31 incep- 
tion. Mattel has not commented on the 
independent creation.

Controversial Web site lets 
your co-workers ‘review’ 
you—for better or worse

A little-known San Francisco entrepreneur has launched 
a controversial people-rating Web site that overnight has 
turned him into a very public and not very popular figure. 
Peter Kazanjy’s site, Unvarnished, is like Yelp for people’s 
workplace reputations, where anyone can post anonymous 


reviews about anyone else. 


Kazanjy, 30, says reviewing people is an inevitable step in 
the evolution of social media technologies that are stripping 


away the remaining layers of 
online privacy and exposing 
more details about people’s 
lives to the world. His critics 
say the site is a clever social 
extortion racket. 

“This is big and scary,” Ka- 
zanjy conceded. 

He should know. He has 
had to develop a thick hide 
as tech pundits reviewed his 
review site. 


‘A clean, well-lighted 
place for defamation,” one 
blogger said. 


“Unvarnished could cost 
you your next job,” warned 
another. 

Even gossip site Gawker 
ripped Unvarnished as “the 
completely evil social net- 
work” that holds people’s 
careers hostage. 

Kazanjy and his two co- 
horts—Jason Heidema, a 
former group manager at 
eBay, and Danis Dayanoy, a 
former LinkedIn employee 
—don’t see it that way. Their 
vision: A site that encourag- 
es candid information about 
prospective hires, bosses 
and business partners. 


HOW IT WORKS 
Users access the site 
through Facebook, a 
measure designed to 
verify identity and keep 
out people who want 
to set up fake accounts 
to grind axes or settle 
scores. You have to be 
invited by a current user. 
You can register only 
after you have written a 
review of that person. 

Any member can cre- 
ate a profile for any other 
member. The person 
being reviewed can- 
not remove the profile 
and has to accept every 
review, no matter how 
mean-spirited. 

The idea is that you 
have to manage your 
reputation by posting 
updates or requesting re- 
views. Fellow users mod- 
erate reviews and report 
abuse. If a person’s re- 
views are considered too 
negative or unfair, his or 
her ranking drops and 
reviews become less vis- 
ible on the site. 


So far Unvarnished, which is in testing at getunvarnished. 
com, has hundreds of users and thousands of reviews. The 
company preloaded 400,000 professional profiles. 

Observers say Unvarnished is a wake-up call to protect your 
online reputation, vulnerable to anyone with an opinion and 
an Internet connection. Harvard academic Umair Haque said 
Unvarnished marks a turning point for social media. 

“Tm going to mark it as the day the ‘social web’ became 
anti-social,” Haque wrote on his blog. “Increasingly, today’s 
‘social web’ doesn’t empower people. It empowers hate, ex- 
clusion and polarization.”

‘lost everything’ 


More than two dozen homeless after suburban apartment fire

Grace Krauss can see the melted metal desk 
and cabinet in what once was her first-floor 
corner apartment, but she can’t find her cat. 

Krauss, 59, a fashion designer, was left 
homeless — along with 32 others—by an early- 
morning fire that ravaged the 16-unit Down- 
ers Belmont Apartments in west suburban 
Downers Grove where Krauss has lived for 
22 years. 

“T lost everything,” including her 4-year-old 
“best buddy,” she said through tears Monday 
morning. “He would always welcome me.” 

An initial 911 call blamed the fire on light- 
ning, but as of 11 a.m., investigators still were 
trying to determine if that was the case. “It’s 
going to be a while before they get that nar- 
rowed down,” fire department spokeswoman 
Marsha Giesler said. 

The apartment building itself was gutted 
and left uninhabitable. Only some of the out- 
er walls were still standing Monday. 


The fire broke out about 12:13 a.m. at the 
building at 4901 Belmont Road. There were 
no injuries, Giesler said. Fire officials said the 
blaze was under control by 2:37 a.m. and was 
out at 3:42 a.m. 

The building was not fully occupied. Some 
of the residents who lost their homes were 
being put up in apartments in a nearby build- 
ing under the same ownership. A few families 
were at a Lombard hotel, Giesler said. 

Another resident who lost just about every- 
thing, Rosendo Castaneda, said he remem- 
bers seeing smoke in his roommate’s room 
around midnight and hearing neighbors fran- 
tically shouting to call 911 and to get out of the 
building. 

He escaped with only the things on him: 
the clothes on his back, the wallet in his pock- 
et and his cell phone. 

“We could barely breathe” he said Monday 
morning. “My roommate didn’t even have 
enough time to put on his shoes.” 


Hundreds gathered in Oak Lawn 
on Monday to attend the wake 
of Brian Carey, the 28-year-old 
Homewood firefighter killed 
March 30 ina house fire. 

Dozens of firefighters, friends, 
family, neighbors, police officers, 
community leaders, Little League 
teams and others stood in line 
at the Blake and Lamb Funeral 
Home. The line was so long it 
spilled out of the funeral home, 
through the parking lot and down 
the street. 

Meanwhile, another firefighter 
injured in the extra-alarm blaze 
was released from a Chicago hos- 
pital. Karra Kopas, 21, a part-time 
firefighter/paramedic, underwent 
skin-graft surgery to repair burns 
suffered in the fire on Lincoln 
Avenue in Homewood.

Chinese miners were pulled out alive 
Monday after being trapped for more than 
a week in a flooded coal mine, where some 
ate sawdust and strapped themselves to 
the shafts’ walls with their belts to avoid 
drowning while they slept. 

Rescuers in tears hugged each other at 
the scene, which was broadcast live on na- 
tional TV. 

The sudden surge in rescues was a rare 
piece of good news for China’s mining in- 
dustry, the deadliest in the world. A rescue 
spokesman said 115 survivors had been 
pulled out. 

Of the 153 initially trapped, there still 
are 38 miners in the shaft. 

Rescuers expressed confidence Monday 
the remaining miners could be saved but 
did not say whether there had been any 
contact with them.

KONERKO STAR IN SOX’S 
SHUTOUT OF CLEVELAND

Mark Buehrle and Paul Konerko supplied the blend of pitching and 
power that old-school White Sox fans have relished for years. 

As for those supporters who sought change, Alex Rios and Buehrle 
provided remarkable defense while the Sox fulfilled manager Ozzie 
Guillen’s crusade to run aggressively on the base paths. 

Those ingredients provide the mixture the Sox hope to blend into a 
postseason berth after a 6-0 victory Monday over the Indians before a 
festive crowd at U.S. Cellular Field. 

“Give an inch, and we'd take a mile,” Konerko said of the Sox’s 2005 
World Series title team. “But that team did it the whole year. This team 
did it just {Monday}. But it’s never too early to get into those habits.” 

The Sox took positive steps in various forms. Gordon Beckham col- 
lected two hits, scored two runs and turned a double play in his first 
major-league start at second base. 

“T don’t know about in the groove, but there’s a lot of pressure gone 
now,” Beckham said. 

Rios capped the scoring with an eighth-inning home run and helped 
a defense that committed 113 errors in 2009 by making a diving catch 
to end the game. 

But it was throwbacks such as Buehrle, making his franchise-setting 
eighth Opening Day start, and Konerko who set the tone. Coming off 
one of his best springs, Buehrle allowed three hits in seven innings in 
a 95-pitch outing. 

Buehrle retired the final 10 batters he faced, marking the 49th time 
he has retired 10 consecutive batters or more in his career. He helped 
his cause when he absorbed a hard grounder off his lower left leg, re- 
trieved the ball in foul territory and flipped the ball between his legs 
to retire Marson. “It just kind of happened and I didn’t know I got it 
to Konerko until the crowd started going crazy,” Buehrle said. “I didn’t 
plan on doing that.” 

Konerko, who was making his roth and perhaps final Opening Day 
start for the Sox at first base, slugged a two-run, opposite-field homer 
in the first. 

“I keep saying—not because we hit two home runs—I still believe 
this ballclub will hit a few home runs,” Guillen said. “I don’t know how 
many. We have guys out there with enough power to produce in that 
department.” 


Buehrie amazes with golden play 


Mark Buehrle got a head start Monday 
on defending his American League Gold 
Glove Award with the best defensive play 
of his storied career. 

“I haven’t seen a more athletic play,” 
reliever J.J. Putz said of Buehrle’s amaz- 
ing play to retire Lou Marson in the fifth 
inning. “People always say pitchers aren’t 
athletes. He just proved everyone wrong. 

“T probably would have given up on the 
play.” 

Many among the sellout crowd appeared 
stunned when Marson’s hard grounder 
struck the outside of Buehrle’s left leg 
and caromed past the first-base foul line. 
Others, like Putz, assumed Marson would 
reach safely on the grounder. 

But Buehrle scampered toward the ball 
and flipped it between his legs before tum- 
bling. First baseman Paul Konerko caught 
the ball with his bare right hand to retire 
Marson and ignite one of the loudest cheers 
of a festive game. 

“It’s one of those when you see a play 
happening, you are saying, ‘Do I slide and 
spin or grab the ball and throw it?’ ” Bueh- 
rle said. “Every thought went through

“I never envisioned giving up 16 runs 
on Opening Day, never in my wildest 
dreams.” 

The Ricketts family didn’t ask for a 
rebate on its $845 million tab for the 
134-year-old franchise, and the Cubs’ 
players all issued reminders that it was 
but one game in a 162-game season. But

for Carlos Zambrano, who watched his 
Opening Day earned-run average soar to 
6.99 after allowing eight runs in 1 1/3 in- 


nings, it was one game he’d just as soon 
forget. 

“I felt good,” he said. “Unfortunately, I 
left some balls in the middle, and this is 
the big leagues. ... I will make the adjust- 
ment and think about Cincinnati. That’s 
my next step.” 

Catcher Geovany Soto said Zambrano 
couldn’t find a “rhythm,” constantly fall- 
ing behind hitters. 

“T think it was a fluke,” Soto said. “A 
couple more games in, he gets into a 
rhythm, his routine, and he’ll be back.” 

Cubs pitchers issued eight walks, in- 
cluding three by reliever Jeff Samardzija, 
who put the game out of reach in the sev- 
enth, allowing six runs. 

It was the Cubs’ worst Opening Day 
drubbing since a 15-3 loss to New York on 
May 1, 1884, when they were still called 
the White Stockings.

AUGUSTA, Ga. The most compel- 
ling and humanizing moment 
of Tiger Woods’ 35-minute mea 
culpa? 

It came when Woods acknow!l- 
edged having missed the first 
birthday of his son, Charlie.

“That hurts a lot,” Woods said.

Woods spoke of his many re- 
grets Monday during his first 
session with a full media contin- 
gent, calling his behavior “pretty 
brutal.” 

He didn’t bristle at a single 
question and felt comfortable 
enough to respond to one long 
query with: “That was a long- 
winded one there, bro.” 

Woods opened by making two 
points: He said he was “blown 
away” by the encouragement of 
the Masters galleries during his 
practice round Monday morning. 

“Tt was just incredible, the en- 
couragement I got,” he said. 

He also apologized to his fel- 
low PGA Tour pros for their be- 
ing “bombarded” by questions 
about his personal life. 

“Hopefully after today the 
players can be left alone to focus 
on the Masters,” he said. 

Woods shed a small bit of light 
on the SUV accident that came 
during the early-morning hours 
after Thanksgiving. 

He said he got a “busted” lip 
that required five stitches and a 
“pretty sore neck.” 

But asked why he avoided an 
interview with police, he replied: 
“I did everything to the letter of 
the law. My lawyer gave me ad- 
vice, and I followed that advice.” 

Woods again declined to speci- 
fy what he was in rehab for. 

“It’s personal,” he replied. 
“Thank you.”

Fest headliners not much of a surprise 
this year, but there’s a lot to love

Oh, yes. There will be Gaga. 

The previously rumored headliner for Lollapalooza 2010 likely 
isn’t shocking many people as the fest’s lineup officially goes public 
Tuesday. In fact, chances are you already knew several of the bands 
on this year’s bill: The Strokes’ headlining slot was confirmed weeks 
ago, and the fest Web site has been teasing us with a clue game that 
essentially confirmed other rumored headliners Soundgarden, Green 
Day, Arcade Fire and Phoenix. 

Fine, so the element of surprise was minimized. There are still lots 
of reasons to get excited for Lolla 2010 (Aug. 6-8 in Grant Park, $190, 
three-day tickets on sale now). Here’s our breakdown of the fest. Stay 
tuned to metromix.com for all things Lolla. 


Headliners 

Overall I’d say the Soundgarden reunion, the return of the Strokes 
and the spectacle of Green Day make the top of this lineup better 
than Lolla’og, which boasted bands such as Kings of Leon, De- 
peche Mode and the Killers. Cool to see Phoenix up there, though 
before the French pop act’s breakout year in ’o9g they never had a 
chance to play a later Lolla slot than maybe 5 p.m. Pretty amazing to 
see how far Lady Gaga has come since she played Lolla’o7 as a total 
no-name artist. I’m not a fan, but count on loads of people turning 
out, if not for Gaga’s crazy-popular songs than at least to see what 
wild get-up she’s wearing this time. That said: I’d rather see Jay-Z or 
Foo Fighters up there. 


From the way-back machine 


The last time Lady Gaga performed at Lollapalooza, in 2007, she wasn’t 
close to being a worldwide phenomenon. One Lolla-goer told RedEye 
she wasn't even worth his time. REDEYE

Local bands 

Gotta say, Lolla’1o is a little disappointing in the Chicago representa- 
tion department. There’s decent pop-rock outfit Company of Thieves 
and the more exciting dance-pop band Skybox, plus seasoned rockers 
The Ike Reilly Assassination. Of course, the inclusion of soul legend and 
Chicago native Mavis Staples helps. Spinning on the Perry’s stage Floss- 
tradamus and BBU should create considerable mayhem. 


Small bands 

As usual, Lolla offers a pretty great array of up-and-comers (or acts one 
year past being considered up-and-comers). Yes, there are several great 
bands like Frightened Rabbit, The Antlers and Blitzen Trapper seen 
previously at Pitchfork. That doesn’t make the groups less worthy of 
your attention, and there are tons of other excellent acts we'd expect to 


be scheduled early to midday this year. Some favorites: Minus the Bear, 
Nneka, Freelance Whales, Harlem. 


Musical diversity 

At a glance Lolla’1o is light on rap, but clearly it wasn’t compiled with 
the mission of, “Let’s collect a lot of young indie rockers and some 
veteran noisemakers.” You'll have five immensely different experiences 
at, say, Cypress Hill, Wolfmother, Wild Beasts, The Soft Pack and Foxy 
Shazam —and that’s just a random sample. The lineup does include 
plenty of bands that aren’t exactly new to Chicago—The New Pornogra- 
phers and Matt and Kim have played here many, many times, and Spoon 
was just here Friday—but as a collection of acts converging over one 
long, loud weekend, Lolla’1o is pretty solid.
